Heavy rains will waph the pol 
FonouB matter off the surface and drive 
much of It into the ground. 

If Email yards nuist be used for the 
chicks, they should be divided and the 
chicks kept in one part while the oth- 
er is sown to rye. or some otlior grain, 
which should be allowed to grow to a 
height of thri i' or fin;r Inches. 

The chicks should then be turned In- 
to the green yard and the one varated 
by them sown In a like mannrr These 
crop* of grain will freshen the soil 
and render it healthy for the birds.

One of the moat aerloaa probleraa 
connected with the reforestatloa of 
treeleaa areas within the national for- 
eata la the protection of newly plant- 
ed aeeda from the attacks of mice, 
ehtpmnnk, ground squirrels, and other 
rodenta, whose depredatlona colleotlve- 
ly continue the year through. The 
extent of thia damage may be under- 
stood by the results of a reforestlns 
experiment in the Black hills by the 
foreat service. In which from 30 to 70 
per cent of the aeed waa deatroyed by 
chipmunka and mice wlthla alz daya 
after planting.

To feed the calvog tnm one com- 
mon trough Is a aerloaa error. The 
largoat and the most greedy calves 
get more than their share and the 
smaller and weaker are robbed. The 
irery aimple plan of using calf stanrh- 
lona Is the best way of meeting this 
dllllculty. Small rigid stanchions large 
enough for the calves can be made 
very easily or bought cheaply, and 
they will maay times pay for thera- 
aelves. When stanchions are used 
each calf can be fed separately and 
Just the amount It seems to need. The 
slow or weak one gets all il deserves 
Just as well as do the others. If a 
calf Is 111 and It Is desirable to reduce 
its feed It can be done nicely when 
feeding Is done In stanchions. Then 
the use of stanchions overcomes anoth- 
er evil, that of the calves sucking each 
other as they Invariably do when sev- 
eral are ff<\ together and run loose 
immediately afterward. The habit of 
sucking IH not only injurious at tbo 
time, but as In a case observed a 
short time ago the III effects may show 
up later. In that case the owners had 
raised some fine dairy heifers. Two 
of them learned lo suckle each other 
when calves. Later when they had 
become mothers and were In milk they 
suckled each other whenever (he op- 
portunity offiTfd As o cons«:quence 
It waa necessary tn sell one of them.

A few handful? of millet seed scat- 
tered occasionally among tho litter 
will Induce hens to scratch for it for 
hours at a time, thus affording them 
exercise and contentment. 

There la no getting by the fact that 
thoroughbred fowls are the moat pref- 
erable to keep. The eggs are more 
uniform In size and color, and llke- 
wiao tho chicks, wherefore they are 
attractive and salable.

11 a')soVitely first class 
roadbed ami tr..ek, i:i respect alike 
of Its cons'.nic ion, grades and cur- 
vature, was n.o-t intimately relates 
to the ijuertiou of profitable operat- 
ion; and it is with a clear recognition 
of this fart that o ir I ir.; t railroads 
systems have expanded during the 
past two decades bnadreds of mill- 
ions of dollars in cutting out curva- 
ture, reducing grades, strengthening 
bridges, and increases tke weight of 

rails and fastenings. 

There is today a growiag apprec- 
iation of the fact that tke same 
pi-onomic conditions apply to the 
consturction and maintenance of 
the country's highways. Here iHc 
matter of grades is not of such vital 
importance: but the imporian>:e of 
providiu;.; a solid and wril-fonnded 
roadbed, properly drained, and pro- 
vided with a top surface of such a 
durable character tkat it will pre 
serve a Irne and solid tnrface for a 
long period of years, it receiviag 
the fullest recognitioa. It is comiag 
to be UDd;rstood, that the question 
of first cost has beea givea andne 
importance; wc now know that tke 
extra intial expense of an absolutely 
first class durable road, that is sub 
ject to heavy traffic, is, more than 
compentated by the elimination of 
costly repairs and of the great loss 
(an Item which has received too 
little consideration in the past) due 
to the long periods of time during 
which Ike road is eat of service be 
cause of repairs. 

.\ tew laeeks ago, we had occasion to 
refer to a report of (•ovemor (ilynn 
of this state, in which he showed 
that there would be an enormous 
savinR of cost over tke present maca 
dam roads, with their limited life 
and their excenliagly costly repair 
bills, if they were bmlt witk a bnck 
surface upon a well constructed 
foundation- In this report the Gov 
ernor atatea tkat ia New Yirk i 
mile of macadam costing ;>i2,ooo 
does not last over ten years, and 
that its maiatenaaea woaM cost 
suit that at the end ofTen years the 
road most be rebuilt at a cost for re 
constnictioa of f6.ooo a arile. The 
total expenditure for twenty years 
on a mile of macadam road there 
fore aoBoaata to I36.000. incloding 
la.ooo tor bnilding, 1 18,000 for 
maintenance, aad f6,ooo for re 
building at tke end of the first ten 
years. .\s against this the report 
pointed out that the total expend- 
itnre for ten yean oa a vitrified 

lirii k road would aOMaat to |26,ooo 

only, estimated at a auximam of 
$25,000 for baildiag and a maximum 

of 550 a year for maintenance.

Wid. p. Blair, at the first Canadian 

■ad latenational Good Roads 
Coagresa at Moatreal keM last May, 

the subject of the address being the 
economy of a vitrifitd brick road.
